A committee of the Grand Jury, 
who were ashamed to sign their 
names to the report they made, fouod 
as follows: That R. L. Fulton entered 
into a contract to do the county priut- 
ing for the year 1880; that the said 
Fulton was allowed a bill, clearly un- 
der contract, for $97 50, and C. C. 
Powning one for $50; and it recom- 
mends that the prosecuting attorney 
be instructed to take legal steps to re- 
cover the amount; also that the bills 
uoder the extortionate contract are 
paid out of the contingent funds, 

There are only a few errors in the 
report. The contract was not let for 
the year 1880. It does not bind us to 
do the county's printing. The Com- 
missioners never allowed us a bill for 
$97 50. We never bad any bill al- 
lowed not strictly correct. The bills 
under the contract are not extortivo- 


ate. The bill put io by C. C. Pown- 2 


ing was not contracted for; the con- 
tingent fund was never used improp- 
erly, so far as printers’ bills are con- 
cerned. The balance of the commit- 
tees’ report is quite correct, and shows 
a large amount of talent and industry. 
The truth is the contract runs from 
Feb. 1, 1880, to Feb. 1, 1881. The 
contract calls for advertising and 
blanks, exclusive of book or bound 
work. We got up poll books and 
some other similar work which were 
‘wanted in a hurry; we put in the bill, 
got the money, and iotend to keep it. 
The ataount was $45 instead of $97 50. 
The committee reported the contract 
pricb us being @rorbitant, when they 
never asked n county officer how 
much ‘work he had of us last year. 
They uever asked us what we paid 
for wages or paper or freight. They 
know nothing about how much we 
have furnished or what it cost. The 
contract was made fur cash in U. 8. 
gold coin, and was therefore paid out 
of the contingent fund. We could 
not do the work for that price unless 
we got our pay as we get it from our 
other customers. As to the awful 
charge of dividing the work with the 
Journal office, we got work done at 
Sacramente and paid for it, we got 
work done in San Francisco asd paid 
for it, we got work done in the Jour- 


nal office and paid for it, and we have | 


fulfitied the contract as agreed upon. 
We have gut fair prices for the work. 
We have made a profit on it as we 
have on other work, but not as large 
& profit as we would have made out of 
n similar amount of work for any firm 
or miaing company in the county. 
Washoe county gets her work done 
well and cheap. It costs Humboldt 
county $2,000, Eiko $1,200, Eureka 
$4,000, and so on. We only devote 
so much time to so small a matter for 
fear dome ‘one may not know where

In explanation of the unpaid balance 
against our administration, we wish to 
state that the Fair of 1880, was a finan- 
cial success, as the following figures and 
facts will show: 

In the first place, we found on enter- 
ing upon our duties, that the outgoing 
administration had overdrawn their ac- 
count with the firm of D. A. Bender & 
Co. to the amount of $204 58, and in- 
terest to Feb. 28, 1680, of $6 06. In 
addition to the above account, we find 
that our very first deposit made on ac- 
count of assessment, was attached by 
builders of the flue in the Pavilion, 
which attachment and costs, to amount 
or $128 35, was paid in order to pre- 
vent further trouble.

SHARON'S RECORD. 


The Phantom Senator’s Car- 
4 eer In Congress. 


ABSENT 570 DAYS OUT OF 694, 


Three Speeches in Six Years—Four Min- 
utes Spent in Oratory Paid for at the 
Mate of $125 a Second or $7,500 a 
Minute—$30,000 fer 53 Days’ At- 
tendance and Voting. 


From the New York Sun, Jan. 15. 


Among the guests at the Windsor 
Hotel in this town is Mr. William 
Sharon of San Francisco, who was 
chosen by the Nevada Legislature 
several years ago to represent that 
State in the United States Senate. Mr. 
Sharon has been in New York about 
a week. He is said to be on his way 
to — “a to resume his duties as 
a maker of laws. Mr. Sharon's term 
expires next March. He was a candi 
date tor re-electivn, but has just been 
defeated by Mr. James G. Fair, also e 
resident of San Francisco and Nevada. 
To a reporter who had the privilege of 
talking with Mr. Sharon the other day, 
the Senator confided his belief that 
Mr. Fair bought the election as Seoa- 
tor—bought it by bribing legislators. 
“The canvass,” said Mr. Sharon with 
a smile, “was conducted as contests 
have been conducted before in Neva 
da—on busioess principles. Notwith- 
standing the business event which 
brings Mr. Sharon’s career as 4 Sena- 
tor to an untimely end, he has manag- 
ed yoy his visit to New York. 
He has een in no hurry to move on 
to Washington. 

The record of Mr. Wm. Sharon in 
the public service of the United States 
is one of the mat remarkable ever 
achieved by any member of Congress. 
As material for the future historian, 
we have caused to be prepared a table 
of accurate and minute statistics show- 
ing the exact am unt, variety and 
value of his labors for the pablic 
good,from the day on which bis term 
began down to yesterday. As the de- 
tails would occupy much space and 
make monotenvus reading, we pre- 
sent at this time the results only, in 
the form of comprehensive summar- 
ies. 
Mr. Sharon entered public life on 
the 4th of March, 1875. He began ou 
the same day to draw his Senator's 
salary of $5,000 a year with $125 al- 
owance for stationery aod newspa- 
pers,and 25cents — each way be 
tween Virginia City and the scene of 
public labors. The Forty-fourth Con- 
gress began with a special session of 
the Senate, in which Mr. Sharon, who 
had affairs to look after on the Pacific 
coast, failed to assist. We put his 
record during this special session in- 
to the following table:

The first regular session of the For- 
ty-fourth Congress opeved on Dec. 6, 
1875. Oo the 28th of February, 1876, 
almost exactly one year after Mr. 
Sharon had acquired the right todraw 
hia salary, he made his first appear- 
ance in the Senate, presented his cre- 
dentials, and was formally sworn into 
office. He remained in Washington 
six or seven weeks, son.etimes attend- 
ing the Senate and sometimes not. 
Then he disa again. Duriog 
this brief period of visible and tongi- 
ble existence as a Senator, Mr. Sharon 
made no speeches, presented no bills 
or petitions,aud offered no resolutions 
He was silent and receptive, as befits 
one who is serving an apprenti eship 
The rest of the Senate did not adjou n 
until four months after Mr. Sharon's 
adjournment. It remained at work 
until the middle of August. The 
Sharon statistics of the Brat regular

The third session of the Fortv-fifth 
Congress was what may be called a 
period of great legislative activity for 
Senator Sharon. He arrived in Wash- 
ington six geeks late, and not only 
presented three petiiions, but also 
made two rpeeches. The second 
speech was very brief, but his maides 
effort, delivered four vears after his 
entrance into public life, occupied obe 
minute and three-quarters in delivery. 
The most impressive passage is this: 

When the prerogative of the Gov. 
eroment is exercised by tne way of 
subsidy fur the benefit of a corpora- 
tion, it assumes a quasi-public char- 
acter, and I think the people bave a 
right to demand that the legislative 
bodies which have made this grant of 
moneys and lands shall see to it that 
they are not imposed upon by these 
corporations, the creatures of their 
creation. In other words, the creature 
cannot rise above the creator.” 


The total results of this chapter of 
Mr. Sharon’s career as a quasi-pubiic 
character may now be summed up:

Recuperated by this long vacation, 
Mr. Sharon was able to come east 
again in January, 1880, five or six 
weeks after the rest of the Senate had 
assembled fur the second ses-ion of 
the Forty-sixth Congress. We find a 
record of his presence at his desk on 
as many as eight days, and on one of 
these eight days, March 11— a date 
memorable as the culminating point 
of Mr. Sharon's Senatorial career—he 
astonished even his admirers by de- 
livering, in rapid and brilliaot succes- 
sion, a petition, a motion, a set speech 
of one minute and tlirce-quarters, and 
a personal explanation, in which he 
asked the indulgence of the Senate for 
further absence on private business. 
Then he vanished like a wraith.

Au Interesting Document For 
Tax-Pavyers. 


A Review of Comurty Affairs — Some 
Criticiems, aad Suggestions for Im- 
provements.

To the Hon. 8. D. King, Judge of the 
Second Judicial District of Nevada:— 
The Grand Jury empaneled for the 
January term of the said Court, held 
in and for Washoe county, herewith 


present their final report and respec:- 
fully ask to be discharged. 


Yonr Grand Jury respectfully beg 
leave to report that in addition to the 
indictments beretofere brought inte 
Court, we have found two for receiv- 
ing embezzled property, and bave ig- 
nored one for homicide aud one for an 
aseau/t with a deadly weapon, 

Your Graud Jury further report 
that an informal complaint has been 
made to them to the effect that one or 
more saloons are in the habit of enter- 
taining young meo, mere boys, both 
in Reno and adjacent towns, and 
would suggest that the law supplies a 
remedy for evils of this character, and 
that it is the duty of every good citi- 
zen toscethat the law is promptly 
enforced. 

COUNTY CLERK. 
Upon a careful examination into the 
County Clerk's office, as left by its 
late incumbent, Mark Parish, we fiad 
that the books and papers when turn- 
ed over, were all neatly and correctly 
written up. Documents of all kinds 
filed away in their appropriate places, 
saving a vast amount of labor and 
much vexation to the incoming County 
Clerk. An examivation of his bills 
rendered against the county for the 
year 1880, show that his charges have 
been made in conformity with the de- 
cision made by Judge King ia the ag- 
reed case between the county officials 
and the county. We further find that 
a.l Court fees have been paid into the 
County Treasury as required by law. 
Mr. Parish leaves the office with a rec- 
ord to which he may pviat with pride, 
should he at some future time seek to 
renew official relatioas with the citi- 
zens of Washoe county.

There is also in Treasurer's. vault 
$1,080, South .side school building 
fund, not of record on the Auditor's 
books. 

The certificates of deposit, held by 
the Treasurer as cash, and heretofore 
counted as cash, have been redeemed 
with the exception of two, one for 
$2,000. March 23, 1878, an] one for 
$800, Aug. 6, 1880. The $800 certifi- 
cate was given with $1,000 coin for 
the redemption of a certificate of de- 
posit bearing the date of March 23, 
78, for the sum of $1,800; both are 
certificates of deposits issued by the 
Reno Savings Bank, now suspended. 
Whether the said $2,800 should orcan 
be collected from either the present 
Tret saurer or from the bondsmen of 
his predecsesor,is a legal question that 
this Grand Jury is not qualified to 
decide. But we are satisfied that the 
matter should be finally and fully set- 
tled at the car liest possible moment. 
We fiod the Treasurer's books correct-

COUNTY PRINTING. 

Your Committee find from the record 


of the proceedings of the County | 


Commissioners that R. L. Fulton en- 
tered into a contract with the county 
to do its printing for one year, to-wit: 
the year A. D. 1880, for the sum of 
$800. We alse find that, as we be- 
live, in contravention of the said con- 
tract, the said R. L. Fulton presented, 
and the Board of County Commission- 
ers allowed him, a bill clearly under 
the contract, for the sum of $97 50, 
and also to C. C. Powning a bill for 
$50 00. It is within the knowledge 
of the Grand Jury that the two offices 
are equal partners in the said contract, 
and we recommend that the prusecu- 
ting attorney be instructed to take the 
necessary legal steps to recover the 
said amount of $147 50, and replace 
the same iu the Treasury.

It appears to this 
Grand Jury that it would be expedient 
to advertise for new proposals. Per- 
adventure some one might be found 
who would not consider the care of 
the house and farm worth more than 
the use of the same. In addition to 
the expenditures above noticed this 
Grand Jury finds charges amouating 
to $457 for burying psupers, legiti- 
mate charges against the Indigent 
Sick fund, allowed and paid out of the 
Contingent fund, a practice, which al- 
though adding nothing to the aggre- 
gate expense of the County, seem; to 
blind the tax payer to the abuses that 
may be practised on that most open of 
funds, the Indigent Sick fund, ih 
this case increasing the Indigent Sick 
expenditures from $4,835 83 to 
$5,342 83. An examination of the 
books shows that wit ma larger average 
ot paupers aod iocluding medical at- 
tendance, clothivg, and medicine, Dr. 
Hogan's charges tor his last year in 
the hospital, cost the County $1,- 
585 85 less than the last year of the 
present incumbent under the late ad- 
ministration. This Graad Jury is not 
in this criticising the present con- 
tractor, as we believe under hia con- 
tract he is entitled to all he receives, 
but the price for ths last four years is 
not necessarily a fair price for this or 
future years, the farm now being in 
a condition to produce something to- 
war is reducing tha tax levied fur the 
support of the unfortunate who are 
depeodant on the public for the com- 
onest necessaries of life. And it is 
one of the most important daties of 
the County Commissioners to see that 
the expenses are cut down tothe low- 
est possible figures consistant with the 
just administration of the law, to the 
end that the taxes muy be in like man- 
ner reduced. We recommend the 
County Commissioners to advertise 
for bids fur keeping the hospital, 
including the use of farm, and for med- 
ical attendance to include medicine, 
and that said contract be given to the 
lowest bidder who will give good and 
sufficient bonds for the faithful per- 
formance of his contract. 


COUNTY BUILDINGS, 


We, the Committee, appointed by 
the foreman of the Graod Jury, on 
County buildings, beg leave to report 
as follows: 

We have examined the County 
poor-house and we find nine patients 
there. Some of the patients made 
complaint to your Committee that they 
do not have proper medical treatment. 

We examined the beds and bedding, 
and your Committee are of the opinion 
that they are not sufficient to keep the 
patients comfortable. We found two 
pair of blankets of the poorest quality 
on each bed, and only one sheet on 


each bed. We found the beds neat 
and clean; also the rooms neat 
and clean. We, your Committee, 


would recommend that in future the 
County Commissioners should buy a 
better quality of blankets and bedding. 

We recommend that a chair board 
be put around the ward-room and 
dining-room to protect the plastering. 
We also recommend that the rooms 
be kalsomined and thoroughly cleans- 
ed throughout. 

We also recommend that a porch be 
built on the north, we t and south 
sides of the building, and we alse rec- 
ommend that the house be painted on 
the outside with one good coat ot 
paint. 

We also recommend that a sink be 
dug at the eastend of the house suffi- 
cient tocarry off the slops from the 
kitchen and wash-rooms. 

We also examined the Court-house, 
and find that the roof needs repuiriog 
badly, and also needs one good chat of 
paint, aud fiod the cornice and porch 
need one good coat of paint. 

We examined the jail and find that 
it is kept neat and clean. 

We also examined the water-closets 
and find them in a very bad condition 
and not fit for use. We recommend 
that a new vault be dug and walled up 
with stone or brick, and a new build- 
ing made of brick be put on in place 
of the old one. 


We also recommend that a good and | xo! 


substantial iron fence be put up in 
front of the Court-house, and also that 
& good and substantial wooden fence 
be put around the balance of the lot. 

We also recommend to the County 
Commissioners and District Attorney, 
to have the ditch ranoiog through the 
Court-house yard, removed to 
the north side of the lot, orto compel 
the ditch company to put in iron pipes 
and cover them up. We consider the
